1 . The prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of hydroforming a tubular member 
comprising the steps of creating pre-expanded portions and then, in a second tubular cavity 
portion of the two-stage die, ovalizing the pre-expanded portions and creating ribs between a 
first section and a bend section of the expanded tubular member. Further searching by the 
examiner yielded additional prior art as follows: US Patents 6,581,433; 5,363,544; 5,170,557;
